PLANTING  AND  CULTIVATION 

Plant  large  gladiolus  bulbs  not  over  four  inches 
deep  nor  less  than  four  inches  apart  in  sunny  situa- 
tion. Water  well  and  cultivate  well.  Plant  from 
April  15  on  to  June  1.  When  cutting  flowers  cut 
when  first  bud  opens  and  keep  in  water.  All  the 
blooms  will  open  to  the  tip.  Leave  at  least  four  leaves 
when  cutting  to  mature  the  bulb.  Dig  in  fall,  giving 
30  days  after  blooming  for  bulb  to  mature.  Keep 
bulbs  in  dry  place  away  from  heat,  moisture  and 
frost. 

Plant  small  bulbs  not  more  than  three  inches  deep 
and  not  less  than  four  inches  apart.  Treat  like  large 
bulbs.  Most  of  them  will  bloom  and  all  will  make 
large  blooming  bulbs  for  the  following  year. 

Plant  bulblets  two  inches  deep,  as  early  as  ground 
is  in  good  friable  shape.  Keep  well  watered.  Germ- 
ination will  be  improved  if  bulblets  are  kept  in  damp 
sand,  in  warm  place  week  or  two  before  planting  or 
long  enough  for  root  growth  to  develop.  Plant  sand 


and  all.  Bulblets  of  most  varieties  will  give  virtually 
100  per  cent  germination  by  this  process.  Many  bulb- 
lets  if  handled  right  will  make  blooms  and  give  large 
bulbs  the  first  year.  They  all  come  true  to  the  parent 
plant.
